This is in response to Applicants' Request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed 
July 29, 2004. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The present specification fails to provide an adequate discussion/teaching of 
a control unit which "obtains offset data for offsetting detection results" made by the 
position detecting unit, and which "obtains corrected data by correcting detection 
results" made by the position detecting unit. The manner for obtaining the "offset data" 
to "offsetting detection results" and/or for obtaining "corrected data by correcting 
detection results", as being recited in claims 27-32, are not found in the present 
specification. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 27, the citation regarding a control unit, on lines 8-15 is vague. The 
"offset data for offsetting detection results" has not been clearly defined. What exactly 
is the "offset data" and where is it coming from? It is unclear why the offset data is 
needed and/or the detection results need to be set off. What exactly is the "corrected 
data" that being obtained from(by) correcting the detection results? The exact 
relationship between the corrected data and the claimed apparatus has not been clearly 
defined. It is unclear whether the offset data is being used for the obtaining of corrected 
data or correcting of the detection results or for making a second scan of the object. 
Clarification and correction are required. 

Similar citation in claim 30 is similarly vague. 

Claims 28, 29, 31 and 32 are indefinite because they include the indefiniteness of 
the claims on which they depend. 

Claims 17-20 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claims 27-32 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 set forth in this Office action. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

I) Miyachi 6,750,950 discloses a scanning exposure system including an 
autofocus control device.
